As 
to his work, he can generally turn it ont 
in faitly good order so far as its’ clean 
appearance and dressing gues. Bunt he aadly 
maltreats the elothes. ‘A peor aummer 
ting et, after two or three washings, be- 
comes woefully dilapidated, and, after. a 
very brief: existence, bids adieu to ‘its 
owner, . These are but a fow of the ills we 
suffer from the dhobio. All these ill. ate 
to be remedied. An article which, con. 
signed. to the “tender mercies’ of the 
dhobie would last 4 fow weeks, will |nct as 
mony months when treited in the new laun- 
dry, and on this ground alone, the laundry 
will be entitled to claim the patrotiage of 
thepablic.. Particular pains ara also tu bo 
takenintha dressing of clothes, aud itwillbe 
satiafactory to ladies te knuw that the cur- 
tains and lace work are tu be handled. with 
especial tendernces, The mods of receipt 
and delivery will be ‘much the same as 
under the dhobie system. .It will prove 

F most satisfactory to all. And all there ad= 
vantages are to be obtained at no additional 
cost. OF courses the laundry: bas not yet

accommodating 100 fatirons. » Thesc stoves 
will be heated by charcoal, ‘lhe only other 
article in this room will be a_box mangle. 
Tho contents of tha Pucking Room, whore 
tho clothes will all bo folded by hand and 
assorted, will consist of a number of tables 
and an arrangoment of pigeon holes in 
which the assorted Lota will be placed until 
such time as they will ba delivered. . Doti- 
very will bo made’ in square baskets. 

“The machinery in the Washing Rodm is 
of the latest aud most npproved pattern, 
manufactured by Messrs Manlove, Alliott, 
Fryer & Co., of Nottingham, London and: 
Rouen. It consists of ono Mucalpin and 
two Rotary Washing Machines; 1 Dash- 
whoeol; or rinsor, and a hydro-oxtractor, or 
drying machine, In addition to, these ma- 
.| chines, there will boa nest of four boiling 
coppers, or pots, and ulao a trongh for 
blueing and atarching the clothes in after 
they are washed,’ All the machines, buil- 
ing pots and sterching trough are lin 
with gun metal and copper inside, so that 
there ig not the slightest possibility of the 
clothes being injured in any way. by rust 
in the wholo process. The Mavalpin Ma- 
chine consists of a large cylindor linud with 
copper, 54 inches. in dismeter,’ set in 
an iron frame. Beforo the clothes aro intro~ 
Aueed, this cylinder is filled to' the depth 
of about 9 inches with a sulution of cold 
water and seap;.the clothes . ure . then 
put in, and the cylinder is made. in 
revolve ut the rae of from 25. to 30 
revolutions a minute, while a current of 
steam ig made tu ps through a dome- 
shaped chamber in the contre ofthooylinder. 
By this means the solution is soon raised 
to boiling point, at which it is kept, until 
the clothes are thoroughly cleaned. AU 
the time the pot.is revolving, the clothes 
ara being tramped by a series of wooden 
beetlea which are. fitted . just above 
the cylinder, but these ate sv arranged that. 
the clothes cannot possibly receive the. 
slightest. injury. Jt may be. here: re~ 
marked that ono of tho great advant- 
ages of machine washing is that a tom- 
perature may be maintained in the water 
much above that attained by: the  ordi- 
nary hand method, for the hands cap 
only bear a: temperature many :dagroes 
below that of boiling water; and on this 
account clothes canbe washed with as- 
tonishing rapidity.. Ineredible as, it may 
sveu, thy machina juat described ia capable 
‘of washing 300 chamber towela in o quarter 
of an‘hour, and 6 dozens shirts in the esme 
time, while it can hold 2,000 table napkins 
at one time. It will be Principally used, 
however, for blanketa and heavy matorial, 
and more’ especially: for “ship washings, 
But. the great advantage in this and thd 
other imachines: is that the great heat sus- 
tained jin the eylinder most effectually and” 
thoroughly disinfects the clotbing, and the 
danger of infection ia thus reduced to a 
minimum. .The two Rotary machines ars 
meant t» perform a lighter class. of 
work than the Macalpin, The cylinder in 
each is 59 inches in -dinmeter and both 
work. automatically. All. threo . ma- 
chines are teated to bear 60 tbs, pressure of 
ateam, and cach is fitted with a safety valve, 

From the Washing Machinés: the clothes 
ara taken to the Dashwheal, or Rinser, in 
which there are four compartments..." The 
duty: of this. machine is to extract sil the 
avap out of the clothes, and this is dune by 
the clothes being kept. turning Over while a 
stream of pure water runs through the ma, 
chine. Then comea:the Hydxo-oxtractor- 
a contrifugal: machine, which by its im-. 
menses velocity, 2,000 revolutions a minute, 
extracts all the water from the’ purified 
dlothes, which are. then taken ‘into the 
Drying Room, already. described.

Excursion to Macao. 


The pictureaque old city of Macao hes 
been roused, during tho Jast few days, 
from its general peaceful slumbers, “by the 
sound of many tom-toma and other martial 
inat: uments, and the voices of thousands af 
visitora who gathered theory to witness the 
brilliant festivities set on foot to celebrate 
the birthday of the famous War-God Kwan- 
Tai,, This angpicious event is: only com- 
niemorated once tn nine years, and: thu 
cccision this year is considered more than 
ustally inportant, owing to the fact that 
the day‘ falla in‘ the intercalary month. 
‘The services due to the War-God cousist of 
‘ carrying tho idul in procession? and ‘ pro- 
pitiatory services,’ comprising decorationa, 
music, theatrical diaplays, &e. Contribu- 
tions towards the expenses of the féte have 
been in hand for a long time past’ and the 
amount, collected in Macao alone was mora 
than 820,00 1. : . 

Tho festivities commanced on Wednes- 
day iast.and contioued in. fall swing until 
Saturday night, Between seven and aight 
thousand Chinese have: been carried to 
Maco during that time by the Hongkony, 
Canton and Macao Steumboat Co.’s boats, 
from Hongkong and Canton, and it is be- 
lieved that nearly five thousand more 
visitors to Macao ‘have arrived. there by 
junks from Canton... 

On Saturday the enterprising Steamboat 
Co. decided to’ run a special exctrsion 
boat, for the convenierice uf members of 
the community desirons.of seeing the 
grand Chineso display: at Macao, returning 
to Hongkong the same night.’ The Powar 
was the boat selected for the tripand sho 
loft the Canton Wharf shortly after 7 a.m, 
with about eighty anloon and three or four 

‘hundred Chinese passengers on board, The 
tin across was ‘most enjoyable, 8 there 
was juat enough — breeza to. temper ‘tho 
atmosphere, ‘and by ‘the time the Pouai, 
arrived at Macao, about 11 o’clo k, every- 
one had ‘acquired a: prodigious appetite and 
was able’ to do fuil justice to an ample 
meal provided on board the steamer, After 
fortifying the. inner man. everybody, of 
course, went ashore to see the ‘ show,’ the 
tore prudent giving their names in to the 
poreer for dinner on board: This’ way a 
wise: precaution as it turned out, forthe: 
resources of tho Macao Hotel were already 
taxed to. their. utmost by boarders, and 
some of the axcursioniats ‘who ‘wished to 
dine there were informed thet thera was no 
dinner for them, t : 

The first place to visit was undoubtedly 
the locality of the Chinese bazaars, the main 
atreety of which were’ most gdigeously 
decorated from one end ‘tothe other A 


The procession, which was considered ona 
of the chigf sights uf the day, traversed tha 
streets of the town from one'end to the 
other, though ere the day was done the 
main body got divided into several, anal 
and independent processions, moat of which 
had'a dragon all to thumsclves, . The mom- 
bers of the cortége were clogantly ‘and -cx- 
pensively avrayed.in the costumes ofa by- 
gone age. ‘Thore were repreauntitives of 
the various trades, ‘warriors - “carrying 
huge, and ‘fuuciful buttleaxes, . spuara, 
tridents and swords and nuinburs of young 
girls, resplendently dreesed and painted, 
somo standing or sitting in frail but pro- 
fuscly ornamented carringes aud: cluira 
whils othura were seated astride smull 
ponies.
